LATE  OR  SUMMER  FLOWERING  PEAS 

^  I  ^  HIS  is  the  original  type  of  Sweet  Peas,  from  which,  about  20  years  ago, 
the  Winter  Flowering  kinds  were  evolved.  They  will  not  flower  under 
glass  during  our  northern  winter  months,  but  if  sown  during  January  or  Feb¬ 
ruary  they  will  come  in  heavy  crop  late  in  May  and  June.  They  are  also 
grown  to  advantage  sown  with  late  planted  Winter  Flowering  kinds,  since 
they  will  not  grow  up  and  interfere  until  the  Earlies  have  exhausted  them¬ 
selves,  after  which  their  strong  growth  completely  over-runs  them.  The  Late 
kinds  are  most  valuable  as  an  outdoor  crop,  for  which  we  sow  the  seed  in  the 
greenhouse  February  1,  pot  March  1,  3  plants  in  a  3-inch  pot,  and  after  hard¬ 
ening  them,  set  out  late  in  April.  They  come  in  full  crop  about  June  15.  If 
sown  outdoors  as  early  as  possible  in  soil  that  was  well  prepared  during  the 
fall,  they  will  flower  some  late  in  June  and  hold  out  longer  in  July  than  the 
early  started  ones.  Growers  of  outdoor  summer  crops  will  do  well  to  con¬ 
sider  the  possibilities  of  Late  or  Summer  Peas.

It  is  fully  as  much  to  our  in¬ 
terest  as  it  is  to  yours  that  you 
select  the  varieties  best  suited 
to  your  purpose,  which  prompts 
the  following  suggestions. 
Orange  continues  to  enjoy  the 
lead,  but  if  this  color  is  not 
varied  with  others  it  will  cer¬ 
tainly  lose  interest  in  Calen¬ 
dulas.  Supreme  is  a  shade 
lighter  than  our  regular  Orange 
and,  with  its  richly  contrasting 
dark  eye,  we  find  it  more  pop¬ 
ular  than  our  straight  Orange. 
Our  deep  Gold  yellow  seems  to 
be  more  popular  on  large  mar¬ 
kets  than  with  growers  who  re¬ 
tail  in  smaller  centers.  Our 
Apricot  and  White  should  be 
grown  in  limited  quantities  by 
the  retail  grower,  but  we  find 
Apricot  especially  attractive  to 
market  buyers.  Our  White  is 
the  weakest  member  of  the 
family  and  the  shortest- 
stemmed  variety  we  have,  but 
our  market  likes  its  nearly- 
white  color,  that  is 

with  a  strongly  contrasting  dark  eye.  Apricot  and  White  are  of  the  Supreme  type.  The 
three  are  not  so  large-flowered  as  our  Orange  or  Gold,  but  they  are  more  freely  produced 
and  their  value  is  further  increased  by  a  dark  brown  center.  Under  unfavorable  growing 
conditions  they  are  more  inclined  to  come  single  than  the  original  type.  The  variety 
known  as  Sensation  or  Campfire  is  strictly  and  purely  a  Ball  Orange  Calendula.  It  was 
introduced  as  a  “Crimson”  but  we  find  the  color  identical  with  our  Orange. 

BALL’S  SUPREME.  Light  cadmium  orange  with  a  dark  center,  medium  size,  but  freely 
produced  on  fairly  long  stems. 

BALL’S  LONG  ORANGE.  A  long-stemmed  selection  from  our  regular  Orange.  This 
replaces  the  selection  formerly  called  Ball’s  Orange  Improved. 

BALL’S  ORANGE.  A  fi  ne,  large,  deep  flower,  but  the  growth  is  more  compact  and  not 
quite  so  long-stemmed  as  our  Ball’s  Long  Orange.

Lavender,  Pink  or  Rose,  Terra  Cotta,  such  as  we 
get  in  Heatham  Beauty,  Lilac,  White  and  the  ivory  yellow  of  Golden  Ball 
are  the  most  valuable  colors  in  the  order  named.

American  Asters  are  too  valuable  a  crop 
.  to  remain  permanently  under  the  ban  of 
stem  rot  or  the  wilt  and  the  yellows.  These 
ills  are  being  intensively  studied  and  some 
definite  results  are  available.  We  know  that 
stem  rot  is  a  soil-borne  disease  that  is  largely 
overcome  by  sterilizing  the  soil  or  the  use  of 
fresh  soil.  The  cause  and  control  of  the  yel¬ 
lows  is  definitely  known.  A  small  common 
insect  known  as  the  leaf  hopper  is  responsible 
for  transferring  it  to  Asters  from  any  forms 
of  outdoor  vegetation  on  which  the  yellows  is 
very  common.  Screening  out  the  leaf-hopper 
with  a  grade  of  cheese  cloth  having  22  threads 
to  the  inch  is  the  definite  control  measure  for 
the  yellows.  When  grown  in  the  greenhouse, 
end  doors  must  be  permanently  closed  and 
side  ventilators  screened.  The  further  pre¬ 
caution  must  be  taken  of  thoroughly  fumigat¬ 
ing  the  house  with  Cyanogas  every  week  or 
two  to  destroy  the  few  that  might  get  in,  lay 
their  eggs  in  a  plant  which  they  also  infect 
with  the  disease  and  from  which  in  a  few 
weeks  a  large  number  of  leaf-hoppers  are 
hatched  to  further  spread  the  fatal  yellows. 
It  is  also  highly  important  to  detect  infected 

plants  in  the  early  stages  and  destroy  them. 

The  intensive  system  of  growing  Asters  under 
cheese  cloth  involves  some  cost  and  much  care, 
for  this  protection  must  be  tight  and  main¬ 
tained  so.  Its  practical  value  has  been  dem¬ 
onstrated  for  several  seasons  and  we  believe 
It  will  open  a  new  era  in  the  growing  of  fine 
Asters  outdoors,  for  the  flowers  produced  un¬ 
der  the  light  shade  of  cheese  cloth  and  in  well 
prepared  soil  are  supremely  fine.

T?OR  some  years 
past  most  sup¬ 
plies  of  good  Petu- 
n  i  a  s,  especially 
when  in  flower,  have 
been  sold  up  close 
well  before  the  ac¬ 
tive  bedding  season 
is  over.

and  flowered  in  3  or  4-inch  pots,  are  easier  to  sell  and  at  a  better  price  than 
such  bedding  stock  as  geraniums,  that  are  also  far  more  costly  to  produce; 
many  thousands  more  could  usually  be  sold  if  they  were  available.  Some 
of  the  most  striking  combinations  to  be  seen  in  bedding  plants  is  the  use  of 
such  dwarf  varieties  as  Violacea  and  Rose  of  Heaven,  or  blue  and  white, 
and  they  are  easily  grown  in  either  pots  or  open  flats.  No  plant  grown  will 
stand  transplanting  easier  than  single  Petunias  even  after  well  advanced. 
Their  growth  is  of  a  perennial  nature  and  for  this  reason  a  stock  is  easily 
worked  up  by  cuttings.  This  is  the  method  used  to  work  up  fine  uniform 
supplies  from  particularly  choice  seedling  specimens.  Petunia  seed  must  be 
sown  early  in  January  in  a  night  temperature  that  does  not  range  beyond 
55  to  60  degrees.  Very  finely  sifted  light  soil  and  sand  should  be  used,  and 
this  should  be  firm  and  well  watered  before  sowing.  Seed  should  be  sown 
thin  and  not  covered,  but  kept  uniformly  moist  and  protected  with  a  pane 
of  partly  shaded  glass.  If  the  surface  soil  is  permitted  to  dry  with  the  seed 
partly  germinated,  you  are  liable  to  conclude  that  your  seed  is  “no  good.” 
If  there  are  ants  about,  you  might  feel  like  filing  the  same  complaint  against 
it,  for  ants  will  carry  them  away  one  at  a  time  to  the  last  seed.  If  the  tern-; 
perature  is  too  low,  the  seed  bed  can  easily  be  overwatered,  especially  if  the 
moisture  does  not  drain  through  it  readily.

NO  ANNUAL  in  re¬ 
cent  times  has  devel¬ 
oped  such  a  widespread 
appeal  as  has  the  im¬ 
proved  Giant  Dahlia- 
Flowered  Zinnia.

Such  complaints  are  rare  in  April 
and  May,  when  Zinnia  seed  is  still  sown  for  outdoor  flowering  to 
good  advantage;  in  fact,  sowing  at  this  time  produces  unchecked 
plants  that  do  better  than  the  very  early  sowing.  We  find  the 
Zinnias  a  fine  indoor  cut  flower  crop  to  plant  out  in  March  or  early 
April  for  flowering  sometimes  as  early  as  Mothers’  Day  and  through 
June.  Indoor  grown  flowers  are  clean,  long-stemmed  and  sell  well.

But  do  not  sow  outdoors  until 
settled  warm  weather  or  we  will  be  obliged  to  refill  your  seed  order.

Through  comparative  trials  made  annually  at  our  Glen  Ellyn  green¬ 
houses  we  try  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  Snapdragons  for  Florists. 
Among  the  many  winter  blooming  varieties  that  are  available  are  some  that 
are  not  as  early  as  they  should  be  because  of  their  very  vigorous  growth.  This 
delayed  flowering  enables  them  to  produce  very  fine  flowers  when  they  do 
bloom,  but  they  are  a  disappointment  when  an  early  crop  is  expected.  In 
our  trials  this  point  will  be  closely  checked  in  our  future  seed  offerings.  There 
seems  considerable  variation  of  opinion  as  to  the  hardness  of  flowers  and  the 
tendency  to  shatter  among  various  kinds.  If  otherwise  fine  varieties  seem  to 
develop  these  weak  points,  it  might  easily  be  due  to  growing  conditions  or 
treatment;  however,  if  the  lower  flowers  of  a  variety  clearly  tend  to  drop 
easily,  it  might  be  due  to  pollination  of  the  flower  and  seed  formation.  Do 
not  condemn  an  otherwise  choice  variety  too  promptly  because  of  some 
apparent  weakness;  it  may  be  fine  next  year.  Rust,  that  was  so  widespread 
and  threatening  a  few  years  ago,  seems  much  less  in  evidence  everywhere. 
Probably  the  more  general  use  of  seed  instead  of  cuttings  in  propagating  is 
responsible  for  this.
